The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is 
anticipated or obvious over Heathman '990 A1 , Montgomery '636, XP 00229561 6 and 
JP 2001 146457 (X reference from Int'l Search Report), and XP 002296443 or ZA 
9100876 A (X reference from Int'l Search Report). Both teach a pumpable cement slurry 
comprising polymeric components such as polyacrylamide, polyacrylate, 
polymethacrylate, etc. thus anticipating applicants' claims. Even if not anticipated, 
overlapping ranges of amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. Thus, applicants' claim 1 to a cement slurry comprising a super 
absorbent polymer provides no technical contribution over the prior art and restriction is 
proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
